TO  THE  FORT  WAYNE  CITY  PLAN  COMMISSION: 

Comes  now  Elvis  Curneal  and  Audie  M.  Smith,  and  petitions 
and  requests  the  Fort  Wayne  City  Plan  Commission  to  hold  a public 
hearing  upon  the  vacation  of  the  following  public  alleyway  in  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  to  wit: 


1.  The  seven  (7)  feet  wide  by  150  feet  deep  alleyway 
between  lot  number  one  (1)  in  the  Allen  Subdivision, 
address  2068  Riedmiller  Avenue  and  lot  number  one 
(1)  in  Michales  addition,  address  2102  Riedmiller 
Avenue  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County, 
Indiana.  The  alleyway  is  bordered  on  the  East  by 
Riedmiller  Avenue  and  on  the  West  by  an  alleyway 
that  is  bordered  on  the  North  by  Taylor  Street  and 
on  the  South  by  Hale  Avenue. 

2.  The  only  properties  on  this  seven  (7)  feet  of  alleyway 
are  the  two  properties  located  at  2068  Riedmiller 
Avenue  and  2102  Riedmiller  Avenue  to  the  city  of 

Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana.

That  the  only  utility  is  a General  Telephone  pole  (#2101) 


located  on  the  alleyway  that  runs  North  and  South.  The  Telephone 
Company  will  have  access  to  this  pole.

A RESOLUTION  approving  vacation  of  certain 
Alleyways  on  Petition  of  Elvis  Curneal  & Audie  M.  Smith 


WHEREAS,  a Petition  for  the  vacation  of  certain  alleyways  by 
Elvis  Curneal  and  Audie  M.  Smith  was  filed  with  the  Fort  Wayne  City 
Plan  Commission  in  accordance  with  Section  44,  Chapter  174  of  the 
1947  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  as  amended 
by  Section  3,  Chapter  385  of  the  Acts  of  1963  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  (Burns  Indiana  Statutes,  1964  Replacement, 
Section  53-744) ; 

WHEREAS,  the  City  Plan  Commission  having  approved  said  Petition 
for  the  vacation  and  amendment  of  the  General  Plan  after  legal  notice 
and  public  hearing, 

NOW  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne: 

That  the  General  Plan  as  set  forth  in  General  Ordinance 

No.  G 60  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  on  November  26,1963, 

be  amended  by  deleting  therefrom  the  lines  and  designations  which 
show  the  following  public  alleyways  to  exist: 

1.  The  seven  (7)  feet  wide  by  150  feet  deep  alleyway 
between  lot  number  one  (1)  in  the  Allen  Subdivision, 
address  2068  Riedmiller  Avenue  and  lot  number  one  (1) 
in  Michales  addition,  address  2101  Riedmiller  Avenue 
to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana. 

The  alleyway  is  bordered  on  the  East  by  Riedmiller 
Avenue  and  on  the  West  by  an  alleyway  that  is  bordered 
on  the  North  by  Taylor  Street  and  on  the  South  by 
Hale  Avenue. 

2.  The  only  properties  on  this  seven  (7)  feet  of  alleyway 
are  the  two  properties  located  at  2068  Riedmiller
